sition could bestow, IIo is an educated 
soldier, but, unlike Oarfiold, he did not 
work for tho money which'paid his way 
through tho schools; ho was not only 
taught at the expense of tho people, 
but fed and clothed by the government 
during the years ot his training. From 
the day of his cn:ry into the military 
academy at West I'oint up until the 
present moment ho has been in the pub- 
lic service and under government pay.
